2. The Information Disclosure Statement submitted by Applicant on August 10, 
2006 and October 2, 2006 have been received and fully considered. 

3. The drawings are objected to because the reference numbers for the Block 
Selection Element 12 and the bit line selection element 10 are not shown in the 
drawings. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures.

The closest prior art to the present invention is Sato et al. (U.S. 6,185,137). Sato 
et al. discloses a memory device having a plurality of blocks and a block selection 
circuit. Sato et al. fails to show or suggest the limitation of the block selection circuit 
selecting a memory block other than the selected memory block as a dummy block by 
putting another one of the bit line selection elements into a conduction state so that one 
of the bit lines in the other memory block is connected to the other global bit line, 
wherein when a defective block is contained in one or more of the memory planes, the 
block selection circuit generates a dummy block address for selection the dummy block 
that is different from both of a selected block address of the selected memory block and 
a defective block address of the defective block by a predetermined logical operation 
targeted for a specific partial bit of each address bit of the selected block address.
